In the meeting of the Wilmington 

“\ School Committee, last week, the 
— board voted to request that the Per- 
manent BuildingCommittee seek 
funds, in the coming Special Town 
Meeting of May 18th for the plan- 
ning of a new Intermediate School 

to serve the west side of town, 

The School Board instructed the 
Superintendent of Schools, Harold S 
Shea, that the preliminary plans 
should be for a school similar to 
that constructed on Salem Street, 
in North Wilmington, in that it 
should accomodate students of the 
seventh and eighth grades, and, for 
the first few years, children ofthe 
Elementary grades, . 

A site has been chosen, offCar- 
ter Lane (off Shawsheen Ave) which 
in turn overlooks the Boutwell 
School, There is enough land in 


the site for the building of two 
Schools, and as the School Commit- 
tee saw the problem a week ago 
last night, it wil eventually be the 
Site of an Intermediate School and 
of an Elementary School. 

It should be possible to connect 
this site with the Boutwell School 
site, and eventually, all three of 
the schools may be within walking 
distance of the others, 

‘The move, which has been dis- 
cussed for some time in the meet- 
ings of the School Committee, was 
formalized after the Committee 
heard a report on the number of 
new homes projected for construc- 
tion along Shawsheen Avenue. The 
Committee, in its message to the 
PBC said that the new Intermediate 
School should be ready for 1965.

N WILMINGTON POSTOFFICE 
FATE UNCERTAIN 


Two weeks ago the Town Crier

Postmaster Henry Porter, this

Sergeant Talbot Sidelinker of the 
Wilmington Police Department has 
turned in his badge. 

Without any fanfare, the oldest 
officer in point of service just left 
Police Headquarters, Tuesday af- 
ternoon, and went home - ending 
30 years of service as a Wilming- 
ton Policeman, 

His official retirement day was 
April first, but, typically, he filled 
in a few days before he finally 
left. 

Sergeant Sidelinker joined the 
Wilmington Police Department in 
1934, after having knocked around 
the world for half a dozen years 
as a merchant seaman and ship’s 
officer. 

A native of Wilmington, the son 
of Thomas T and Alice Sidelinker, 
he was born in the big house that 
stands beside the now-bullding Wo- 
burn Street school. back in 1906, 

He graduated from the Mass- 
achusetts Nautical Training School 
(the old USS Nantucket) in 1927, 
and sailed around the world on 
the brigantine Il yria, as an Able 
Seaman. The voyage was for the 

Chicago Field Museum, and some 
of the ports of call weretobecome 
famous in later years - Galapa- 
gos Islands, Marquesas and So- 
clety (Tahiti) Islands, the Solo- 
mon Islands, New Britain, New 
Guinea, and the Island of Ball. 

Later Mr Sidelinker served as

SHEET’ LETTER: 


It is recommended that in 1963 
or 1964 a nominal sum be appro- 
priated from the tax levy for the 
purpose of employing the service 
of a practical library consultant 
experienced in the field of library 
operation, or that the Planning 
Board add the library question to 
{ts future Title VII planning Stud~ 
fes for the purpose of determining 
the realistic library service re- 
quirements of the Town together 
with space needed. This service 
should not cost in excess of $1, 
500 or $2,000, The product of such 
a survey would be invaluable in 
the furtherance of plans for act- 
ual future construction. 

It is further recommended that 
plans for the future construction 
of brary facilities be coordinated 
and incorporated with plans for the 
new Municipal Center referred to 
in this report, should it be de- 
termined that the need for such a 
facility is a necessary capital im- 
provement to be scheduled for the 
future. In any event, the schedul- 
ing of the library project must of 
necessity be projected beyond the 
year 1965. 


MUNICIPAL CENTER 
The future need for the expansion 
of the facilities ofthe Town’s mun- 
icipal building has not been sub- 
mitted as a pending capital pro- 
ject. It would appear, however, 
that while the Town has demon-

“SGT. SIDELINKER HAS RETIRED 


There were many Special Pol-, 
icemen in those days, including 
some pretty well known men, in- 
cluding Harris Hemeon of Lowell 
Street, then an employee of the 
Reading Municipal Light, and the 
late Harry Locke of Burlington 
Avenue. 

Sidelinker in his service was a 
man who refused to get excited, 
He took things as they came, with 
a wry sense of humor. 

According to him there were no 
great adventures, as a policeman 
of Wilmington, ‘The only thing I 
got close to was the Kelley Hill 
murder in 1934 - and then I was 
just tagging along behind Chief 
Ainsworth and the State Police’ 
he says. 

Sidelinker was made a sergeant 
of police in 1938, the only sergeant 
on the force, which then included 
the late Frank Gammons, the late 
George Fuller, and the late Fran- 
cis ‘Nifty’ Hoban, heroic police- 
man who became Deputy Chief of 
Police. 

When Sidelinker joined the force 
the station was in the room that is 
now Alyce’s Beauty Salon, on Main 
Street, in Wilmington Square, 

Later the police were moved in- 
to the Griffin Building, on Church 
Street, and for a while they were 
in the old municipal garage that 
stood where the Police Station is 
today. They moved back into the 
Griffen Building, and, after the 
Fire Station was built, they shared 
that with the Fire Department. 

Finally the new Police Station 
on Adelaide Street was built, and 
it was from that place that Side- 
linker retired, 

What is Sidelinker going to do 
now? 

He says he is going to do some 
fishing. He doesn’t know if he 
likes salt water fishing or fresh 
water fishing best - but he is 
going to find out!
